Disaster upon disaster to the national arms 
may have filled: the patriots of that time 
with deep anxiety and gloomy foreboding. 
The stoutest hearts. may have trembled 
with terror at the peril of the country. And 
yet, in the true literal sense of the terms, 
these may not have been the times, emphati- 
cally, to “ try men’s souls.” Now, however, 
we are in the midst of such times—times 
that do try men’s souls. For our souls, 
considered as the kingdom of God—the 
temple of the Spirit—and the seat of all 
holy affections, are in these days indeed ex- 
posed to severe and terrible trials. These 
grow out of the mighty warfare we are 
waging for national existence, and are occa- 
sioned by allowing ourselves to become un- 
duly engrossed and absorbed with the ex- 
citing events and scenes about us.

Few persons out of Washington are 
aware how rapidly the capital of the nation 
is growing in population. Since the war 
commenced, it has added twenty thousand a 
year to its numbers, and is still increasing 
at that rate, or even faster. Buildings are 
to-day going up all over the city that will 
accommodate at least ten thousand persons. 
And yet they are all rented before they are 
ready for use. It is very difficult—almost 
impossible to hire a house. Formerly, 
Washington was a city of “ magnificent 
distances.” But its present growth is in- 
ward, not outward. It does not expasd, 
but pile up, and the intervening spaces be- 
tween houses are now built upon, and the 


past whole blocks of buildings without a 
hiatus. It is growing uniform in its archi- 
tecture, resembling other cities of the same 
size. Jsut unlike other cities, the bulk of 
its population is migratory. When I am 
told that Boston builds so many houses ev- 
ery year on the Back-Bay lands, I am sure 
that Boston is prosperous, that she is adding 
house to house and store to store. But 
when Washington erects two thousand new 
buildings, as she does this year, I know 
that Government requires more help at 
headquarters; that the Departments are 
employing every man for whom they can 
find room.

I was surprised to see the care with which 
the peasants cultivate their land, and the. 
eagerness with which they invest any sav- 
ings they may possess in the purchase of 
land. They have in this the same taste as 
the French peasantry. Had the peasantry 
in Russia not got the land—of course pay- 
ing rent for it—it would have led to 4 pro- 
letarial system, most disastrous to the Rus- 
sian peasant. I have heard from all classes 
of persons here but one opinion in favor of 
emancipation, while even those who were 
opposed to it now admit that it was inevita- 
ble, and that it was accomplished in a pacific 
way, far exceeding their expectations. . . 
Nor are the effects beneficial only for the 
peasant. Itis a question whether the pro- 
prietor will not in many cases gain as much 
and certainly morally. He will no longer 
be so tempted by idleness, the parent of 
vice. The new system will require him to 
look after his own affairs, instead of leav- 
ing them in the hands of a grinding stew- 
ard. Instead of being a mere _ pleasure- 
hunter on the Continent, he will have to 
live much on his own estates, and superin- 
tend in person, which will induce good 
habits. Instead of being surrounded by 
hosts of cheaply-paid domestic serfs, ready 
to obey his bidding whether for moral or 
immoral purposes, he will have to maintain 
fewer servants and to exert himself more, 
not living in the style of an eastern satrap. 
Emancipation is also leading to other re- 
forms. Law reform and the principles of 
constitutional government are following in 
its train. That was the reason why the 
late Emperor Nicholas, though favorable to 
serf emancipation, would not grant it; he 
knew that it must necessarily break down 
the domestic system of which he was so 
great an admirer. Yet on his dying bed he 
admitted the not granting it as one of the 
errors of his reign.”—-Montreal Witness. 


Divorces—Their Frequency and Freedom. 


After making due allowance for increase 
of population, and other minor causes, there 
is left one great cause, which many observ- 
ing men regard as the source of a large part 
of the permanent separation of families. It, 
is the increased facilities which the legisla- 
ture has given to obtaining divorces. In 
the course of married life, there are many 
occasions for irritation. Neither party is 
perfect ; and ill health often comes to ag- 
gravate, and sometimes to create difficulties, 
When adultery and extreme cruelty were 
the only legal causes of divorce, these diffi- 
culties were generally temporary. ‘The in- 
fluence of friends was generally in favor of 
their adjustment. But now that a divorce 
can be obtained for separation or desertion 
for five years, many final separations are 
determined on in the hour of excitement; 
friends often interfere to promote them ; 
pride and wilfulness prevent reconciliation, 
and a divorce is the result. There is ver 
seldom any contest about it; and the di- 
vorce is granted on a one-sided hearing, 
and not unfrequently by collusion. © It is 
the law, then, that gives its influence to the’ 
breaking up of so many families. If the 
time were lengthened to eight or ten years, 
it tag probably decrease these divorces 
tly.

A renfarkable instance of the power 
of grace has been witnessed in the expe- 
rience of a sailor in the U. S. Marine Hos- 
pital. He was thoroughly crippled by par- 
alysis—so much so that he could hardly 
move or speak: yet so full of the love of 
God was his soul, that all who came to 
commisserate his wretched physical condi- 
tion, went away forgetting all about that, 
and filled with wonder at the spiritual rap- 
ture that shed glory over that bed of suffer- 
ing. When seemingly near to death, he 
expressed an earnest desire to partake of 
the Lord’s Supper, and by a vote of the 
church, he was-received into our member- 
ship by a committee who visited him for 
that purpose. This communion season was 
to him an occasion of great delight and 


health, so that in a few days he could walk 
about, bis pains almost ceased, and it 
seemed as if God were about to restore him 
to health again. During this interval, an 
affecting scene occured : a wicked man was 
unexpectedly called to die, and there being 
no one else to doit, this loving, faithful brother 
went to the bedside of this distressed dying 
man, and heeding not the presence of a 
large number of patients in this ward, some 
of whom were daring scoffers at all religion, 
he kneeled down there, and most fervently 
prayed for God’s mercy on the mans soul. 
But, at length, we found that God’s will 
was to call this sanctified one to his glorious 
home. Through bis anxiety to give others 


self imprudently, took a severe cold, and 
relapsed into his former paralyzed condi- 
tion. And now, as he drew rapidly to his 
end, the grace of God was wonderfully 
manifested in him. Contrary to usual ex- 
perience in. such cases, his intellect re- 
mained perfectly clear till the last moment, 
and his vision of the glory awaiting him, 
filled him with unutterable joy. When the 
men in the ward perceived that death was 
_at hand, they and numbers from other 
wards also, forsook their games, their books 
and their talk, and gathered about his bed, 
to see a. Christian die ; and they saw what 
no one of them will ever forget—as long as 
he had strength to talk he preached to them |
